Len Jenner of 8t. John’s 
Anglican Church said Cool-Aid 
had earned his highest res¬ 
pect. 

“I have aeen whet Cool-Aid 
can do. They have helped 


thousands of young persuos 
They don’t condone drugs, sex 
or liquor on their premises.” 
Jenner told council.

At this point, a woman 
from the audience grabbed a 
microphone shouting that 
Jenner wai “wearing the 
cross of the anti-Christ 
around his neck, designed by 
Bertrand Russell.” She was

A waich whatever reprisals are to be inflicted on 
the rebellious Poles. All that is sure is that they 
will be harsh. For the one intolerable and 
unforgivable crime in the communist code is the 
defiance of authority. It falls into the same 
category as heresy in the time of the Inquisition, * 
and ihe punishment can be as cruel. 

The reaction of the communist government 
will be the more drastic for the fact that Poland, 
since the coming of the Russians, has been the 
most restless and resentful of all the subjugated 
slates now embraced in the Warsaw Pact. 

Ever since the stiffnecked Poles were 
required to bend to the will of their hereditary 
enemies from the East there have been periodical 
demonstrations of their continued resistance. In 
March, 1968, their frustration exploded into the 
riots in the university cities, in Warsaw and 
Krakow. Tens of thousands of workers joined the 
students, and the government and the inspired 
press blamed the uprising on Zionist plotters. 

This time it is '‘hooligans." 

But on that occasion, because the violence 
stemmed from university protest against censor¬ 
ship, the authorities showed a disposition to 
leniency. Besides, they had a disturbing example of 
disaffection before them in Alexander Dubcek’s 
Czechoslovakia, and hints of Ihe tragedy to come 
in August when the tanks rolled into Prague. They 
moved with caution. 


It is unlikely that the freedom-loving Poles 
will suffer the fate of the Hungarians, for the 
government is far more secure than that at 
Budapest in 1956. 

It is improbable that Soviet forces will move In 
to make sure there is no contamination erf the 
Polish army. For another incident of the shape and 
size of that in Czechoslovakia would be most 
damaging to Soviet prestige and its hopes of 
encouraging a European security conference. 

Moreover, any Russian tampering with the 
Polish political balance could ignite those same 
fires which Nazi Germany found it so hard to 
quench and the Russians in their turn have 
experienced, more often than not to their painful 
disadvantage. 

The rebels of Gdansk (Danzig) and Gdynia, or 
wherever else they have shown themselves lo 
protest unexplained and unwarranted food price 
increases, are of that same fierce and stubborn 
race whose princes were a power in Europe before 
the Normans established their dynasty in Britain. 

They are the same breed who followed Jan 
Sobieski when he so disastrously defeated the 
Turks to free Vienna in 1683, and thereby crowded 
the Byzantine empire to a toehold on the 
Bosphorous. 

They may be fettered and regimented, but the 
j>eopJe of Poland are demonstrating that in spirit 
they still are free. And of this basic in their 
character no one can deprive them.

Tuna—Food for Thought 


TAESRITE THE ASSURANCE of the U.S. Food 
U and Drug Administration that .5 parts of a 
million content of mercury in foodstuff offers a 
substantial safety margin for consumers, its 
findings in the tinned tuna fish industry are 
frightening to say the least. 

The .5 parts a million is the limit it has set in 
its testing for the poisonous mercury, and Ihe 
administration has just revealed that 23 per cent of 
caimud tuna inspected so far contains more than 
this. 

It amounts to one out of every five cans 
sampled in a check of 139 lots, and the 
administration is stepping up its inspections to 
include all 30,000 lots packed in 1970 for domestic 
consumption. 

The tuna industry has reacted quickly to 
recall something like one million tins, and more 
returns are expected as the testing progresses. It is 
thought that virtually every major tuna brand will 
be involved in the recalls. 

Mercury taken into the body can cause brain 
damage leading to blindness, insanity and death 


The most found in tuna testing so far was 1.12 
or twice the food administration’s limit. 


Only the most addicted “chicken of the sea" 
consumer will be able to disregard the findings, 
even though it is claimed a peraon would have to 
eat two mercury-contaminated cans of the fish a 
day for a year before he would be poisoned. 

This may be so, but to many who have 
savoured the flakey finny in the past, tuna now 
will become food for thought and nothing more. 

The situation poses many questions vital to the 
future of mankind. For how long has the tuna 
contamination been going on and if it is increasing, 
at what rate? It has been known for some time 
that fiesh water fish caught in industrial waste 
areas have been poisoned to a danger point, but 
why and how the deep warm-water tuna? What 
about other species of fish? For that matter, whal 
about everything that comes from the sea? 

Most important of ail is the question: How and 
when can the condition be corrected? Dues the 
road have to lead to ruin?

Norway’s Common Market Dilemma 


N ORWAY, now negotiating 
for membership of the 
European Common Market

the fertile plains of Western 
Europe.

Saskatchewan 
and Alberts recently and 
received orders allowing their 
son to play lor the team of 
his choice, which could upeel 
the control hockey organiza¬ 
tions have long exerted on 
what teams individuals can 
play for. 

"I see it as a serious threat 
to all amateur sport govern¬ 
ing bodies," says Juckes. 
"This Includes soccer, la¬ 
crosse, football and not just 
hockey." 

In one recent case. Mr. 
Justice S. S. Leiberman of 
Albert* Supreme Qjurt or¬ 
dered the Edmonton Metro- ! 
polltan Hockey Association to 
allow 14-year-old Mark Lind¬ 
say McDonald to play with 
the team of his chpice. 

Mark's father. Hugh B. 
McDonald, had asked for 
court action because, he said, 
the association had refused to 
l>ermit his son to play in the 
Knights of Columbus bantam 
AA program during the 1970- 
71 season. 

In a statement of claim, the 
father said he had been 
advised by the association 
that Mark was the property 
of the Canadian Athletic Club 
and must play for one of its 
teams. He said the EMHA 
had apparently adopted regu¬ 
lations in 1869 wiiereby infant 
hockey players became the 
property of certain organiza¬ 
tions in the city, but did not 
notify the players or their 
parents of the new regula¬ 
tions. 

McDonald said it would be > 
in his son's best interests, 
religiously and morally, to 
play for the Knights of 
Columbus. The McDonalds 
are Roman Catholic 

PROVISION IN RULES 
He said he went to court 
after the EMHA told him he 
had no right of appeal and he 
could not get help from the 
Alberta Amateur Hockey As¬ 
sociation. 

Juckes said there is a 
prevision in CAHA rules that 
says a player can go to court 
if he feels his appeal has been 
handled in bad faith or 
"justice was not satisfied . . 
that is, if he felt we had 
conducted some sort of 
kangaroo court or some 
thing." 

"But our position is that 
when we have a player who 
signs a card or a club joins 
our organization, they should 
abide by those rules and the 
courts should not be in¬ 
volved."

Protectionism Folly 


International trade is one of 
tiie dullest subjects it is 
possible to write about 
unless the reader happens to 
make in* living in an industry 
dial is threatened by foreign 
competition 

The question of "free 
trade" versus "protec¬ 
tionism" is an old and badly- 
scarred debate in the U.S. 
Theoretically, the "free trad¬ 
ers" have the besi of it, but 
practically, the "pr o I e c- 
tionists" have usually won 

If the U.S. is genuinely a 
capitalistic country, and be¬ 
lieves in free competition, 
then it must admit that other 
countries have the right lo 
import goods there *uid sell it 
at the lowest possible price. 
They can't be in favor of 
competition Just for their own 
country. 


Where the rub comes is 
lhaf the coal of labor in many 
other nahon* is far lower A 
textile worker in Japan, for 
instance gel* Jess Ilian *300 a 
month, and an American 
producer can't compete with 
these low labor' costs when his 
own employees make many 
Umcs mure 

This is tire argument of 
"protectionism." We have to 
keep the countries thut pay 
"coolie wages" from under¬ 
cutting our own high standard 
of living It makes sense, as 
far as it goes, hut this 
argument doesn't go far 
enough, as almost ail eco¬ 
nomists agree 

The faci of the matter Is 
that a nation like tiie U.S. 
should not be wasting Jts 
energy and manpower in the 
production of luw-cf/iciency 


goods Jikc textiles, or shoes, 
or such commodities Jt is a 
high-efficleniy society, and 
should devote Ihdustrial ef¬ 
forts to producing the goods it 
can best produce at tiie 
fastest rate for Ihe lowest 
cost. 

Low-rl ficicocy societies 
should be allowed to take 
over the production of goods 
dial best suits their economy 
and fits their wage-scale. 

If we want to see capital¬ 
ism and free competition 
spread over the world, we 
cannot insist that oilier 
countries be penalized for 
sending their goods over here 
and selling it at the chcapezt 
price they can. 

To "protect" certain in¬ 
dustries against foreign com¬ 
petition is a form of stale 


socialism, no matter wlial 
else it may be culled. It is a 
subsidy to inefficiency, be¬ 
cause we should not 1* 
wasting oui’ resources in 
turning out goods that we can 
buy cheaper elsewhere 

Both politically and eco¬ 
nomically. "protectionism' is 
a slap In die face to world 
unity and to our professed 
creed oi free competition. 

It docs not even make good 
sense to our short-term self- 
interest, for if other countries 
are limited in selling their 
goods here Uiey will nol have 
the funds to buy our com¬ 
modities, and world trade will 
shrink perilously. 

Our rejection of an open 
market would only confirm 
die communists' accusation 
that we manipulate capital¬ 
ism for our own cuds.

When you are making up your 
Christmas list, don't lorgct those good 
friends and ailies. the birds True, they 
can be provoking at limes, stripping the 
buds from our gooseberry bushes, 
nipping die dps of young pea seedling* 
and feeding upon our ripening red 
currartU and cherries, but I shudder to 
think of what would happen to the slug 
and grub population if we didn't have 
the co-operation of the birds. 

I've seen what happens in a birdless 
garden—for instance, in places where 
the family cat is allowed to roam and 
hunt at will -and believe me. I'd sootier 
share my fruit and pea seedlings with 
the birds than try to gel along without 
tiieir help.

Watch a chickadee or a nuthatch as 
tie gives your free* a looking over He 
goes over every crack and crevice in 
the bark looking for aphid and insect 
eggs too *mal! for the human eye to 
notice. Watch him tear open a silken 
cocoon and extract the tasty tidbit 
within He can gobble up the biggest 
caterpillar even if he has to drop it on 
Hie ground and dissect it bit by bit. And 
if you remember that each one of these 
pests destroyed would have been 
capable of producing thousands of 


offspring to feed upon our plants, yon 
can appreciate the value of our 
feathered friends. 

Don't think that you spoil your birds 
by feeding them The tidbits you put out 
for them is Just dessert—a little extra 
treat to follow their natural food and 
by putting qut food for them, the word 
gets around via the bird grapevine to 
attract more and more of these little 
pest-destroyers to your garden. 

A * * 

About the simplest feeding device is 
a wooden tray nailed to your kitchen 
windowsill on which you cart scatter 
suitable kitchen scraps bread crumbs 
oatmeal, chick feed from the flower and 
fecdstore, bacon rind, scraps of fat, 
suet and raisins 

Another simple gadget which can be 
built in a few minutes Is a solid length 
of birch log with the bark on a piece 
about 14 inches long and from 4 lo B 
inches in diameter A number qf one- 
inch holes are bored in the log with a 
brace and bit, and these holes are 
packed with a mixture of seeds, 
crumbs, fat and suet Smaller boles are 
bored to take short lengths of wooden 
dowel which serve as alighting |>erches. 
and the wliole thing in hung in a tree by 
a screw eye in one end. 

We keep a special carton in tlx 


corner of our kileben alongside the aani- 
can. tnd all our bird-worthy scraps go 
into it instead of into the garbage. Bits 
of stale bread and toaft, chunks of tat 
and gristle from the roasts, cake 
crumbs, suet and the occasional dab of 
peanut butter all go to the feeders. 

A A 

When we are feeling especially flush, 
or when we have been particularly 
entertained and amused by the antics of 
our dinner guests, we will invest in 
perhaps a 35c bag of sunflower seeds, a 
small handful of currants or raisins, a 
few salted t*anuts, and of course Ihe 
wild bird *eed mlxfures which sell to 
the garden shop* for around 13c per 
pound 

A neighbour of mine who knows fsr 
more about birds than I ever hope to 
learn taught me to put out a small dish 
of coarse sand or grit on the feeders. 
He tells me that birds suffer terribly 
when weather conditions don't permit 
them to recharge their gizzards with 
coarse, gritty sand and I do notice 
that my winged customers go for their 
dish of grit in a big way.

Tiie B.C. minister said the 
proposals for incorporation 
came from the Indian people 
themselves and the proposed 
agreement between the pro¬ 
vincial and federal govern¬ 
ment contained an “escape 
clause" to allow disbandment 
of the municipality if it 
proved unsatisfactory.

BOSTON - The still-raging 
midi muddle — which is 
reaching a fiery emotional 
pitch and severely bunting 
the $8 billion fashion Industry 
— recently was examined at 
the Harvard Business School. 

Harvard men. usually em¬ 
broiled in more intellectual 
headaches, collaborated on an 
in-depth study of the gen¬ 
erally unsuccessful midi and 
heatedly hammered home pro 
and coq midi conclusions. 

• Designers have "mis¬ 
judged" the temper of the 
contemporary woman who is 
independent enough to wear 
clothes that reflect her per¬ 
sonality father than those 
labeled "atalus.'’ 

• The proposed change 
from mini to midi was too 
abrupt, and w»oraen no longer 
subjfct to social pressures, 
will pull s "Mr*. Nixon” by 
fall-winter 1971 — namely 
accepting a hemline that is 
"at the knee." 

• S o -c a lied "Beautiful 
People." like Jacqueline Ken¬ 
nedy Onassis and the Ford 
women, are no longer the 
country's fashion innovators. 
The influential* are a cross 
section of hippies, youth in 
general and older women of 
means with sophisticated 
tastes. 

• Designers have mis¬ 
takenly tried to "force” 
women into midis rather than 
to "seduce" them But the 
controversy is healthy be¬ 
cause fashion is a subject on 
everybody's lips. 

• The pantsuit syndrome, 
the public's answer to the 
midi, has been given a 
powerful thrust by women's 
liberation groups who in¬ 
advertently encouraged the 
wearing of trousers because 
tiie fashion concept identifies 
them with men. 

• The word “midi” is 
undergoing a fantastic change 
in concept. Originally it lit¬ 
erally meant mid-leg. The 
iaahlon Industry ia now trying 
to change its definition to any 
length below the knee. (The 
Harvard report makes the 
following definitions: Mini- 
skirt ia 21 inches. Knee length 
is 21 to 22% inches. Midi ia 23 
to 25 inchea. Tiie longuette is 
25!» to 33 inches. The maxi is 
anything over 33 inchea.)

John Fairchild, chairman of 
Fairchild Publications. Inc., 
which counts among its trade 
newipapers Women’s Wear 
Daily, sat in on the class, 
fielded questions and made a 
fcw wry observations. Fair- 
child, tiie prime midi skirt 
champion, actually devised 
the word "longuette " 

"Long skirt* weren't the 
dictate of designers," said 
Fairchild. "The trend started 
with the young who inhabit 
Greenwich Village, the U-ft 
Bank in Paris, and I-ondon. 
Designers have nothing to 
draw on but life itself.
